OF  all  men  who  tiirough  the  genera- 
tions ha\'e  (.aptured  the  affection  of 
Lehigh  graduates  none  has  greater 
stature  than  "Bosey"  Reiter. 

Fitting  it  was  that  practically  the  entire 
alumni  banquet  which  opened  general 
festivities  Friday  night,  June  7,  should 
he  devoted  to  Bosey.  Partially  retired  in 
J9.^7  as  head  of  the  department  of  phy- 
sical education,  he  has  continued  an 
active  life  as  professor  of  physical  educa- 
tion. 

Approximately  .^00  returning  alumni 
cheered,  sang  and  shouted  over  the  music 
of  a  brass  octette  before  Clifford  Lincoln, 
'1 1,  president  of  the  Alumni  Association, 
introduced  President  Clement  C.  Wil- 
liams, who  praised  careers  of  contempor- 
ary alumni  and  their  devotion  to  their 
University. 

Next  A.  V.  Bodine,  '15,  president- 
elect of  the  Association,  was  introduced 
as  toastmaster.  He,  in  turn,  presented  V. 
|.  Pazzetti,  '15,  one  of  Lehigh's  greatest 
football  stars  who  displayed  the  new 
portrait  of  Bosey,  a  gift  of  friends  and 
lormer  students,  and  expressed  their 
devotion.

Inspiration  to  present  and  future  L.e- 
high  men  was  seen  by  Mr.  Grace  in 
life,   ideals,   expressed   by   "Bosey." 


IISTINCTLY  different  from  its  im- 
mediate predecessors  was  the  open- 
ing alumni  banquet  which  honored 
Bosey  Reiter.  Year  before,  alumni  had 
heard  an  analysis  of  the  athletic  side  of 
Lehigh  from  heads  of  the  various  sports 
programs ;  previous  to  that,  a  survey  of 
advances  in  education. 

This  time  graduates  took  part  in  a  cer- 
emony heart-warming  to  some  ten  thous- 
and who  have  felt  a  close  kinship  to  the 
intensely  human  Bosey  and  see  in  him 
one  of  the  few  remaining  "greats"  of 
an  era  when  devotion  to  individual  pro- 
fessors was  an  intrinsic  part  of  love  for 
Alma  Mater. 

So  the  alumni  present  felt  a  catch  in 
the  throat  as  the  president  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  hailed  Bosey  in  glowing 
terms,  told  little-known  incidents  when 
he  had  overcome  hardships  and  illness 
to  carry  on,  and  gently  chaffed  him  for 
his  poetry  (which  Dr.  Grace  claimed  was 
an  outgrowth  of  experience  in  a  co- 
educational school). 

The  dinner,  however,  was  but  a  part 
of  a  well-filled  week-end  for  returning 
alumni.  Friday  night  the  Lehigh  Home 
Club  elaborated  the  program  for  its  wel- 


buffet  supper  and  drev/  one  of 
the  biggest  crowds  in  recent  years. 

Next  morning,  the  official  alumni 
meeting  held  in  the  Alumni  Memorial 
building  gave  a  complete  picture  of  fiscal 
activities  for  those  interested  in  the  finan- 
cial welfare  of  their  organization.  Lack- 
ing the  drama  of  a  surprise  gift  such  as 
that  of  Grace  hall,  revealed  by  its  donor 
just  a  year  previously,  the  meeting  w.as 
nonetheless  well  attended.

75 -YEAR  GIFT  IS 
PLANNED  FOR  '41 

IMPORTANT  part  of  Alumni  Week- 
end for  serious  Lehigh-minded  s;rad- 

uates  was  a  series  of  three  business 
meetings  in  which  reports  for  the  past 
fiscal  year  were  heard.  Among  encourag- 
ing ones  were  an  increase  in  number  of 
active  alumni,  excellent  club  activity,  a 
62%  placement  record  for  graduating 
seniors  and  increase  in  revenue  from 
Bulletin  circulation. 

Regardless  of  these,  contributions  to 
the  Alumni  University  Fund  showed  a 
slump,  and  returns  from  appeals  for 
Alumni  Student  Grants  were  not  up  to 
expectations.  A  part  reason,  at  least,  for 
the  decrease  in  fund  interest  was  the 
lack  of  a  specific  alumni  project  over  the 
past  year. 

In  an  attempt  to  rectify  the  situation. 
Directors  at  the  Friday  noon  meeting, 
voted  a  commemorative  gift  to  Lehigh 
on  the  occasion  of  her  75th  birthday 
scheduled  for  celebration  in  1941.  Na- 
ture of  the  gift  was  left  to  the  recom- 
mendation of  a  75th  Anniversary  Com- 
mittee headed  by  M.  L.  Jacobs,  '10. 

Saturday  morning  a  larger  group  of 
alumni  heard  President  Williams  give  an 
encouraging  report  on  the  state  of  the 
University  (see  page  18  and  following) 
and  Alumni  Secretary  "Billy"  Cornelius' 
survey  of  alumni  achievement.

GRADUATES  HEAR  TWO  VIEWS  OF  A  WORLD  CRISIS 


IN  THE  face  of  an  upheaval  of  com- 
monly  accepted   world   standards,   it 

was  perhaps  only  natural  that  the 
men  chosen  to  speak  to  Lehigh's  largest 
graduating  class  of  362  seniors  should 
turn  to  democracy  and  the  war  for  their 
topics. 

First  of  those  to  address  the  gradu- 
ates was  Bishop  Wallace  J.  Gardner  of 
the  New  Jersey  Diocese 
of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  who,  in  his 
Baccalaureate  sermon  on 
Sunday,  June  9,  asked 
seniors  "to  conceive  of 
the  purpose  of  our  Chris- 
tian life  as  greater  than 
that  to  serve  our  own 
ends,  but  rather  to  ser\'e 
that  greater  end  which  we 
call  the  kingdom  of  God. 
In  this  spirit  we  ask  all 
to  choose  this  day  whom 
they  would  serve,  either 
the  Gods  of  the  past  or 
the  Gods  of  the  present 
day  nations. 

"In  the  clamor  and  dis- 


tress of  present  day  conditions",  the 
Bishop  had  explained,  "we  are  apt  to 
vent  our  feelings  upon  a  nation  or  an 
individual  failing  to  realize  that  they 
are  but  symptoms  of  a  deeper  condition 
that  is  world-wide.  As  a  result  of  years 
of  continually  choosing  for  immediate 
ends  we  are  now  confronted  with  the 
results  in  that  selfishness  and  greed  and

power  have  come  to  the  fore  threatening 
to  destroy  all". 

Looking  to  the  defense  of  democracy, 
the  Commencement  speaker.  Chancellor 
Harry  Woodburn  Chase,  New  York 
University,  told  seniors  on  Monday 
morning  that  such  defense  is  not  merely 
a  matter  of  dollars  and  cents  or  arma- 
ment but  rather  through  "the  voluntary 
acceptance  of  responsibil- 
ity on  our  own  part. 

"The  armed  forces  of 
the  totalitarian  states", 
Chancellor  Chase  warned, 
"offer  nothing  like  the 
permanent  menace  to 
democracy  as  does  the  ab- 
dication on  the  part  of 
the  citizens  of  their  own 
responsibility  for  its  fu- 
ture. 

"We  must  accept  the 
discipline  of  democracy 
as  well  as  its  freedom," 
he  said,  "and  those  dis- 
ciplines must  come  from 
ourselves ;    they   must   be

reflections  of  our  own  attitudes.  Disci- 
pline from  without  flourishes  when  dis- 
cipHne  from  within  grows  weak.  Demo- 
craq'  in  its  essence  can  not  be  imposed 
on  any  people". 

The  Commencement  address  was  de- 
livered before  one  of  the  largest  audi- 
ences of  parents  and  friends  on  the 
Lehigh  campus.  Seating  facilities  were 
taxed  due  to  the  necessity  for  holding 
indoor  exercises  when  threatening  rain 
made  the  planned  outdoor  Commence- 
ment inadvisable.  More  than  a  hundred 
persons  crowded  into  the  rear  of  the 
Church  and  stood  throughout  the  ex- 
ercises. 

The  only  honorary  degree  presented 
this  year  was  that  conferred  upon  Alex- 
ander G.  Christie,  head  of  the  depart- 
ment of  mechanical  engineering  at  Johns 
Hopkins  University  and  president  of  the 
American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engi- 
neers. He  was  presented  for  his  degree 
by  Professor  Fred  V.  Larkin.  In  pre- 
senting the  degree,  Dr.  Williams  cited 
Dr.  Christie's  contributions  to  the  science 
of  steam  power  and  his  distinguished 
record  as  an  engineering  teacher  and 
consulting  engineer.  In  the  course  of 
the  morning,  46  graduate  degrees  and 
362  baccalaureate  degrees  were  con- 
ferred. Prizes  and  honors  were  awarded 
by  Dean  Wray  H.  Congdon  and  com- 
missions as  second  lieutenants  in  the 
Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps  of  the 
United  States  Army  were  granted  to  87 
men.

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DENOUNCED . . . 

Because  He  Said  Coal  Would  Burn! 


In  the  early  1800's,  Colonel 

Shoemaker  was  proprietor 

of  an  inn  —  and   also  part 

owner  of  a  tract  of  land  on 

which  anthracite  coal  had 

been    discovered.

Only  by 
exertions  rivalling  those  of  modem  super-salesmen 
did  the  Colonel  succeed  in  disposing  of  two  wagon- 
loads  of  his  coal.  The  other  seven  he  gave  away  in 
despair. 


However,  the  loss  of  his  mer- 
chandise soon  became  the 
least  of  the  Colonel's  diffi- 
culties. The  townspeople  to 
whom  he  had  sold  anthra- 
cite tried  to  bum  it  by  the 
methods  suited  to  the  fuels 
they  knew  —  wood  and  soft  coal.  Bumed  in  this 
fashion,  the  anthracite  was  "stone"  indeed.  Men 
began  to  scowl  when  Colonel  Shoemaker  appeared. 
Scowls  turned  to  muttering  .  .  .  muttering  to  threats. 
Finally,  a  writ  was  issued  denouncing  Colonel  Shoe- 
maker as  a  knave  and  scoundrel  who  represented 
stones  as  coal!

OFFICIAL   MINUTES   OF   THE    MEET- 
ING   OF    THE    BOARD    OF 
DIRECTORS 

The  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Alumni  Association  was  called  to  order 
June  7,  1940,  at  2:00  with  the  following  in 
attendance:  C.  F.  Lincoln,  '11;  Wm.

It  was  properly  moved  and  seconded  that 
rhe  minutes  of  the  November  meeting  as 
published  in  the  January,  1940,  issue  of  the 
Alumni  Bulletin  be  approved  as  read.  The 
motion  was  carried. 

William  A.  Cornelius,  '89,  Executive  Sec- 
retary was  then  called  upon  for  his  report. 
In  lieu  of  the  complete  report  which  was  to 
be  presented  the  following  morning  at  the 
general  Alumni  meeting,  Mr.  Cornelius  gave 
a  brief  verbal  report  in  which  he  lauded  the 
class  agents  for  their  activities  during  the 
past  year,  saying  that  results  would  have  been 
disastrous  had  they  not  been  so  active.  He 
reported  more  men  paying  dues  and  stressed

the  excellent  club  work  and  the  active  groups 
involved,  praising  Newark  particularly  for  its 
club  program.  He  then  outlined  the  plans 
for  the  celebration  of  Lehigh's  75th  Anni- 
versary which  will  fall  in  the  year  1941. 

Mr.  Okeson,  vice-president  and  treasurer 
of  the  University  then  gave  a  report  in  which 
he  explained  that  returns  from  invested  funds 
have  fallen  off  rapidly.  Securities  which  in 
the  20's  yielded  "iVi^/c  nf*  yield  but 
3y2%.  Regardless  of  this  fact,  however, 
he  said  that  Lehigh  LTniversity's  portfolio 
rates  among  the  best.  He  pointed  out  that 
student  enrollment  would  be  as  good  as  the 
present  fiscal  year  as  the  admissions  office  re- 
ports a  259r  increase  in  applications.  He 
then  praised  A.  E.  Buchanan,  Jr.,  for  his 
founding  of  the  admissions  office  which  has 
carried  on  its  important  work  and  which 
has  made  possible  an  even  greater  reduction 
in  the  loss  of  students  to  a  point  where  6005- 
are  now  held.  After  stating  that  there  had 
been  no  great  increments  to  endowment  this 
year,  he  read  the  report  of  the  Fund  Com- 
mittee in  the  absence  of  Chairman  Frank  B. 
Bell,  '97.   Mr.  Bell  had  stated: 

The  Lehigh  University  Alumni  Fund  show- 
ing this  year  has  been  far  from  satisfactor)'. 
The  total  number  of  contributors  is  657  as 
compared  with  745  last  year  and  S24,049.00 
as  compared  with  $33,656.  The  worst  feature 
is   the  fact   that  about  SOC't    of  the  amount 


contributed  came  from  a  few  men  who  were 
personally  solicited  and  only  about  20%  from 
the  campaign  of  the  Alumni  Association.  It 
is  very  evident  that  something  must  be  done 
to  revitalize  the  Alumni  Fund.  I  am  not  pre- 
pared at  this  time  to  offer  any  suggestions  but 
it  is  a  matter  which  warrants  the  earnest  con- 
sideration of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Alumni  Association  and  perhaps  also  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Lehigh  University. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  president  called  upon  the  chairman 
of  the  standing  committees  to  give  their  re- 
ports. Mr.  Caleb  Kenney,  '10,  chairman  of 
the  Alumni  D.\y  Committee  stated: 

I  have  little  to  report  that  is  new. 

The  Alumni  Secretary,  as  usual,  carries 
809{-  of  the  load  of  our  Committee.  The 
dinner  tonight  will  be,  as  usual,  at  the  Beth- 
lehem Hotel  and  conducted  along  the  same 
general  lines  as  heretofore.  'W'e  wish  we 
could  have  more  space,  but  there  seems  to 
be  no  place  as  •well  located  or  to  have  the  fac- 
ilities needed.  The  dining  room  adequately 
holds  the  reunion  classes,  and  the  Lehigh 
Home  Club  part)-  at  the  Bethlehem  Club 
seems  to  ser\'e  the  purpose  for  all  classes  to 
mingle  after  the  dinner. 

There  are  a  few  new  features  this  year, 
one  being  the  elimination  of  the  ball  game, 
which  necessitates  a  new  line  of  march  for 
the  parade.

Any  criticisms  or  suggestions  will  be  ap- 
preciated now,  and  if  th^  cannot  be  used  this 
vear,  they  will  certainly  be  turned  over  for 
consideration  to  next  year's  committee. 
The  report  was  approved  as  read. 
Reporting  for  Mr.  Hicks,  Chairman  of  the 
BuLLETlx  Committee  who  could  not  be  pres- 
ent, Robert  Herrick  said: 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Bulletin 
Committee,  seconded  by  those  attending  the 
informal  meeting  held  in  the  Alumni  Office 
on  Friday  afternoon,  June  8,  1939,  the  Bulle- 
IIK  undertook  in  the  past  fiscal  year  to  sound 
out  a  plan  of  graduated  subscription  price  in 
which  the  younger  classes,  presumably  not 
able  to  afford  $3.00  for  a  year's  subscription, 
might  respond  to  a  $2.00  rate.  This  plan 
would  be  feasible,  it  was  felt,  if  enough 
additional  subscriptions  were  gained  at  this 
reduced  price  so  that  the  Bulletin  could 
break  even  on  the  proposition. 

As  a  consequence,  such  a  plan  was  put 
into  effect  with  somewhat  discouraging  re- 
sults. Of  1341  appeals  on  the  reduced  price 
mailed,  only  64  returns  were  received.  This 
4.8  ^  return  was  much  lower  than  the  average 
success  of  the  $1.00  appeal  which  had  been 
used  extensively  in  the  previous  fiscal  year; 
that  percentage  roughly  being  8%. 

Since  this  plan  did  not  work,  espedally 
when  it  was  presented  through  the  classes 
themselves,  the  Bulletin;  staff  continued  to 
offer  special  $1.00  short  term  bargains:  how- 
ever in  numbers  of  about  a  hundred  per  is- 
sue. This  is  in  contrast  with  mailing  of  last 
year  which  totalled  more  than  four  thousand. 
The  percentage  of  return  on  the  continuation 
of  the  $1.00  api>eal  in  small  lots  for  tfiis 
fiscal  year  was  7%. 

The  marked  success  of  the  $1.00  appeal  in 
the  previous  fiscal  year,  however,  worked 
some  advantages  and  some  hardships  on  this 
year's  figures.  First,  the  general  scale  of  dr- 
nilation  was  raised  during  the  four  month 
period  of  the  special  subscriptions  but  a  high 
mortality  at  the  end  of  the  period,  which  is 
natural  with  such  offers,  made  cancellations 
in  some  nxMitlis  look  rather  heavy.  Many  of 
the  $1.00  men,  however,  resubscribed  at 
$3.00;  the  regular  rate.  As  a  consequence, 
the  circulation  resenue  for  this  year  is  higher 
than  last  year  but  the  numbers  in  circulation 
are  lower  at  the  dose  of  this  fiscal  year  by 
about  two  hvmdted  than  they  were  at  the 
same  time  last  year. 

Uncertain  business  conditions  had  an  ad- 
verse effect  on  advertising  which  lagged  about 
$150.00  over  last  year's  figure  of  $4330.98. 
However,  here  again  the  situation  is  rectified 
by  changing  of  printers  and  a  consequent  in- 
crease in  the  net  profits.  This,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  more  money  was  put  into  the  edi- 
torial make-up  of  the  magazine. 

The  increase  in  circulation  revenue  more 
than  over-balanced  the  loss  in  advertising  rev- 
enue to  the  extent  of  $386.90.  A  constant 
effort  has  been  made  to  increase  the  amount 
of  advertising  in  the  Bulletin,  but  in  times 
sudi  as  these,  our  best  efforts  seem  to  reach 
a  ceiling  where  lost  accounts  can  be  replaced 
by  new  accounts  and  little  more.  Conditions 
beyond  the  control  of  the  Bulletin  resulted 
in  the  loss  of  4  accounts  representing  $359-79 
yearly  incon>e  in  this  fiscal  year  while  new 
advertising  accounted  for  only  $142.60.  I 
would  urge  every  Lehi^  alumnus  who  is  at 


all  interested  in  the  Bulletin  to  aid  our  pro- 
gress by  attempting  to  influence  his  company 
to  advertise  with  us. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  Bulle- 
tin" has  continued  a  steady  dimb  in  drcula- 
tion  and  has  dropt>ed  only  slightly  and  we 
hope  temporarily,  in  advertising.  In  spite  of 
a  policy  of  "plowing  back "  most  of  the  pro- 
fits toward  improvement  of  the  Bulletin,  a 
profitable  balance  is  again  shown. 

Conferences  with  the  Bulletln'  Committee 
were  extremely  helpful,  as  they  have  been  in 
the  past,  on  matters  of  editorial  change  and 
in  a  number  of  cases  Mr.  Hicks,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee,  was  able  to  get  critidsm  on 
the  magazine  from  the  extremely  skilled  mem- 
bers of  the  staff  of  Cosmopolitan  Magazine. 

Again  I  commend  to  you  the  considerate 
and  helpful  services  of  the  Alumni  Bul- 
letin Committee. 

The  report  was  approved  as  read.

Student  Gr.\nt  CoM2>aTTEE  reported  that 
an  effort  had  been  made  to  keep  expenses 
down  to  the  lowest  possible  figure-  He  re- 
ported that  four  men  would  definitely  enter 
under  .Alumni  Student  Grants  and  that  four 
more  were  being  considered-  .All  of  these 
were  reported  as  being  good  scholars  and 
athletes  and  expressed  thanks  to  Director  of 
Admissions  E.  K-  Smiley  for  helping  in 
checking  scholastic  standing  and  to  Athletic 
Director  Glen  Harmeson  for  aiding  in  the 
choice  of  boys  of  high  physical  caliber-  He 
suggested  that  the  chairman  of  the  Lehigh 
Clubs  Committee  automatically  become  a 
member  of  the  Student  Grants  Committee 
and  that  this  action  be  exclusive  of  the  ruling 
that  only  one  member  of  the  Student  Grants 
Committee  could  be  changed  each  year-  Sec- 
ondly he  asked  that  the  membership  of  the 
Student  Grants  Committee  be  changed  from 
five  to  six  as  it  is  difficult  to  get  all  the  men 
together  and  asked  that  the  quorum  remain 
at  three- 
It  was  so  moved,  seconded  and  carried. 
(Editor's  Note:  Mr.  M-  L-  Jacobs,  '10 
has  been  named  a  member  of  this  committee-) 
The  executive  secretary  reported  for  Chair- 
man Potter  of  the  Home-Coming  Committee 
and  for  Chairman  Famham  of  the  Lehigh 
Clubs  Committee.  He  explained  that  Mr.  Pot- 
ter had  been  in  ill  health  and  that  his  secre- 
tary had  sent  greetings  and  oudined  the  re- 
cent activities  of  Home-Coming  Day. 

Under  Lehigh  Clubs,  Mr.  Cornelius  ex- 
plained that  his  statements  in  his  Secretary's 
report  covered  Mr-  Farnham's  report  on  dubs- 
(See  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni  -Assoda- 
tion). 

-As  chairman  of  the  Placement  Cominittee, 
Mr.  Lesser  gave  a  report  as  found  on  page  24. 

The  report  was  accepted. 
Mr.  SiJtrer,  chairman  of  the  Prospective 
Student  CoMiOTTEE-  said  that  indications 
for  next  year  are  good  and  that  the  alumni 
have  helped  nobly  in  selecting  the  right  men- 
525  are  to  be  admitted  with  360  of  these 
being  in  engineering  and  160  in  arts  and  bus- 
iness- One-third  of  the  entering  engineers  go 
to  the  chemisty  division  and  one-third  to  in- 
dustrial and  mechanical  engineering.  Appli- 
cations, he  said,  were  greatly  above  last  year 
but  there  is  a  possibility  of  a  shrinkage  due 
to  the  international  situation.  He  explained 
that  340  students  will  be  graduated  and  we 
will  still  have  crowded  conditions  in  certain 
curricula.  The  trustees,  he  said,  have  author- 
ized another  cut  in  admissions-  The  applica- 
tions will  probably  decrease  rather  than  rise, 
he  said- 

The  report  was  approved- 
Caleb  Kenney  then  asked  the  proportions 
between  the  curricula  among  entering  stu- 
dents and  Admissions  Direaor  E-  K-  Smiley 
stated  that  alumni  sell  engineering  and  little 
else-  822  applications,  he  said  would  yield 
about  550  for  engineering  and  270  which 
would  be  divided  between  arts  and  business. 
The  selective  process  is  much  thinner  between 
engineers  than  bet^x^een  arts  and  business. 

Mr-  Buchanan,  reporting  for  the  Under- 
graduate Contact  Committee,  said  that 
the  present  graduating  class  was  continuing 
the  precedent  set  by  1938  and  1939  by  taking 
out  90  insurance  policies  from  which  the  Uni- 
versity will  receive  $20,000  if  those  involved 
keep  up  the  paj'ments-  He  explained  that 
the  boys  in  the  last  two  graduating  dasses 
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Chairman  Lesser  of  the  Alumni  Placement  Committee  read  his  report  at 
the  Friday  afternoon  session.   He  reported   62%   of  seniors  placed  now.

Kirkpatriclv  and  that  the  committee  had  taken 
up  this  plan  believing  it  to  be  the  best  way  to 
initiate  interest  among  young  alumni. 

He  then  explained  that  at  the  winter  meet- 
ing it  had  been  considered  a  good  idea  to 
revamp  the  reunion  and  graduation  so  that 
alumni  and  undergraduates  might  be  together 
for  one  day.  That  change,  he  said,  had  been 
effected  and  would  take  place  on  the  follow- 
ing day.  The  results  in  the  shortening  of  the 
week-end  and  the  placing  of  Class  Day  on 
Saturday  would  give  the  students  an  oppor- 
tunity to  see  the  alumni  and  be  impressed  by 
their  interest. 

A.  V.  Bodine,  president  of  the  Council  of 
Class  Agents,  said  that  the  new  organization 
had  great  possibilities  but  that  activity  had 
been  inadequate  this  year. 

"We  are  encouraged  by  the  participation," 
he  said,  "and  hope  to  pass  all  of  the  good 
ideas  along.  We  hope  to  continue  the  work 
through  the  summer."  Leading  classes  in  par- 
ticipation in  the  Council  were  '91  with  82%, 
'95  with  79%,  '01  with  78%,  '89  with 
68  %  and  '90  with  66  %  .  The  report  was  ap- 
proved. 

President  Lincoln  explained  that  Dr.  Wil- 
liams had  asked  an  Alumni  Committee  to 
join  with  a  faculty  committee  in  planning  the 
75th  Anniversary  Celebration  which  will  fall 
in  1941.  Mr.  Myrl  Jacobs,  '10,  chairman  of 
that  Committee  then  reported  that  the  joint 
committee  headed  by  Dean  A.  C.  Callen, 
had  proposed  October  10,  11  and  12  of  1 941 
as  the  period  for  the  75th  Year  Celebration. 
The  program,  he  explained,  was  still  indefin- 
ite. Mr.  Jacobs  then  suggested  that  it  would 
be  appropriate  for  the  alumni  body  to  under- 
take a  special  gift  to  Lehigh  to  be  presented 
at  that  time  and  after  discussion,  it  was 
moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  the  officers 
and  directors  of  the  Lehigh  Alumni  Associa- 
tion at  the  June  7,  1940  meeting  go  on  record 
and  approve  that  a  special  drive  for  funds 
under  the  item  "Gift  to  Lehigh"  shall  be 
instituted  during  the  forthcoming  academic 
year  in  celebration  of  Lehigh's  75th  Birthday, 
and 

That  the  75th  Anniversary  Committee,  of 
which  Mr.  Myrl  Jacobs  is  Chairman,  shall 
make  a  study  as  to  the  use  of  the  proceeds  and 
make  the  recommendation  of  the  committee 
to  the  officers  and  directors  of  the  Alumni 
Association. 

Messrs.  Hunoval  and  Portz  then  urged 
greater  circulation  of  the  Lehigh  Alumni 
Bulletin.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the 
AiuMNi  Bulletin  Committee. 

The  question  of  a  successor  to  the  late 
Stanley  S.  Seyfert  who  had  been  archivist 
or  the  Alumni  Association  was  placed  before 
the  members  and  it  was  suggested  that  How- 
ard Eckfeldt  be  approached  as  a  possible  suc- 
cessor. 

The  question  of  the  award  of  the  active 
membership  cup  brought  about  discussion  as 
to  the  basis  on  which  the  award  should  be 
made.  It  was  moved,  seconded  and  passed 
that  the  cup  go  to  the  class  with  the  highest 
percentage  regardless  of  whether  they  had 
received  the  award  previously.

A      REPORT      OF      THE      INFORMAL 

DISCUSSION     SESSION     HELD 

FRIDAY     AFTERNOON 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Clifford 
Lincoln,  President  of  the  Alumni  Association, 
at  -4:20  P.M.  He  explained  that  this  meeting 
was  scheduled  for  the  purpose  of  "airing"  the 
views  of  the  various  alumni  present  so  that 
recommendations  could  be  made  to  governing 
bodies  of  the  Association. 

He  called  on  Mr.  William  Lesser,  '05,  for 
the  report  of  the  alumni  committee  on  place- 
ment. Mr.  Lesser  said  that  the  placement 
figures  presented  for  this  report  by  Mr.  Mor- 
gan show  considerably  more  activity  on  the 
part  of  industry  in  recruiting  college  seniors 
than  there  has  been  in  the  four  preceding 
years.  There  were  72  more  seniors  placed  this 
year  than  in  1939;  111  more  than  in  1938; 
55  more  than  in  1937  and  67  more  than 
in  1936. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  number  of 
seniors  graduated  in  these  years.  In  1940 
there  were  361  in  the  class;  in  1939  there 
were  298;  in  1938  the  class  numbered  278 
and  in  1937  there  were  222  in  the  class.  In 
1936  the  number  was  241. 

The  details  of  placement  for  this  year  show 
that  62%  of  the  total  number  of  graduates 
have  been  placed  as  of  June  8.  Breaking  this 
down  into  the  various  colleges  and  curricula 
gives  the  following:  Arts  59%;  Business 
39%;  Chemistry  57%;  Chemical  Engineers 
56%;  Civil  Engineers  70%>;  Electricals 
83%;  Engineering  Physics  80%;  Industrial 
Engineers  76%  ;  Mechanical  Engineers 
100%;  Metallurgists  79%  and  Mining  (,(,%. 
The  total  for  the  engineering  college  is  74%. 

Mr.  Morgan  has  paid  great  tribute  to  the 
faculty  for  their  efforts  in  making  this  record 
possible. 

Mr.  Caleb  Kenney,  '10,  reported  for  the 
committee  on  Alumni  Day  Activities.  His  re- 
port was  essentially  the  same  as  that  given 
under  the  Board  of  Directors'  Minutes  as 
carried  on  page  18  of  this  issue. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  student 
grants  was  made  by  Mr.  N.  E.  Funk,  '05 
(See  Board  of  Directors'  Meeting). 

Mr.  Lincoln  then  called  on  Mr.  Herrick 
to  give  a  report  for  the  Bulletin  Committee 
since  Mr.  Hicks  was  unable  to  be  present. 
After  the  report  was  presented  (see  page  20) 
a  discussion  arose  as  to  the  best  methods  of 
getting  the  Bulletin  into  the  hands  of  more 
alumni  and  again  it  was  the  consensus  of 
opinion  of  the  group  that  it  would  be  well 
to  send  one  issue  free  to  all  non-subscribers 
each    year,    provided    funds    could    be   raised. 

Since  Mr.  Bodine  was  not  present,  Mr.  Ed- 
wards, '13,  vice-president  of  the  Council  of 
Class  Agents  was  called  upon  for  a  report 
of  the  work  that  has  been  done  by  that  body. 

Mr.  Edwards  said  that  he  had  not  been  pre- 
pared to  make  a  speech,  or  a  report,  but  that 
he  felt  that  the  work  of  the  Council  of  the 
Class  Agents  was  progressing  nicely,  and 
that  plans  should  be  made  in  the  future  to 
really  organize  the  body,  and  give  the  agents 
"helpful  hints"  as  how  best  to  bring  their 
classmates  into  line.  It  was  suggested  that 
the  meeting  of  the  Council  of  Class  Agents, 
ordinarily  held  on  the  night  before  the  Lafa- 
yette game,  be  called  as  early  as  possible  to 
give  the  members  time  to  discuss  all  phases 
of    activity    which    might    come    before    the

MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE 

ALUMNI    ASSOCIATION    HELD 

SATURDAY    MORNING. 

JUNE   8 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation of  Lehigh  University  was  called  to  or- 
der at  10:50  A.  M.  on  Saturday  morning, 
June  8,  in  the  Faculty  Room  of  the  Alumni 
Memorial  Building.  C.  F.  Lincoln,  '11,  pres- 
ident of  the  Alumni  Association  presided,  and 
instructed  the  Alumni  Secretary  to  take  the 
attendance  from  the  registration  cards. 

The  tellers  to  canvass  the  ballots  were  ap- 
pointed by  the  President.  These  were  Messrs. 
John  W.  Maxwell,  '26,  R.  D.  Billinger,  '21, 
and  E.  R.  Morgan,  '03. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting 
were  approved  as  published  in  the  June- July, 
1939,  issue  of  the  Alumni  Bulletin. 

Mr.  Lincoln  then  called  on  President  'Wil- 
liams to  give  a  brief  account  of  the  standing 
of  the  University  at  this  time.  Dr.  'Williams 
said  in   part: 

"Mr.  President,  Alumni,  it  is  my  great 
pleasure  indeed  to  respond  to  this  invita- 
tion of  the  President  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion to  tell  you  a  little  what  has  transpired 
during  the  year  at  Lehigh  University.  I  shall 
do  this  in  an  informal  sort  of  way  because  I 
have  not  prepared  any  speech  but  I  shall  just 
catalog  the  items  which  you  may  find  of  in- 
terest, grouping  them  under  headings. 

"Now  with  regard  to  some  of  the  items  on 
the  Buildings  and  Grounds.  In  the  first 
place.  Drinker  House  was  authorized  at  the 
last  June  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
Ihe  contract  was  let  the  middle  of  October 
and  we  expect  to  have  the  dormitory  received 
by  the  University  and  all  furnished  by  Aug- 
ust 1.  Due  to  the  weather  conditions  we  have 
been  having,  the  contractor  is  a  little  behind 
on  his  schedule  but  not  enough  to  make  it 
too  late  for  occupancy  on  September  1. 

"If  you  have  a  little  time  while  you  are 
here,  I  would  like  to  invite  you  to  walk  up 
the  Crystal  Spring  Ravine  near  the  dormitory. 
The  ravine  comes  from  the  Crystal  Spring  and 
was  named  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  It  fur- 
nishes live  water  throughout  the  year.  The 
plans  for  Drinker  House  incorporated  a  circu- 
lar drive  and  this  Spring  will  tumble  down 
through  the  Ravine  near  here,  and  afford  a 
very  attractive  landscaping  feature.  The  Rav- 
ine has  been  landscaped  and  I  think  it  will 
become  one  of  the  more  beautiful  features 
of  college  campuses  in  this  country. 

"We  changed  several  buildings  during  the 
year.  The  old  lecture  room  in  old  Christmas- 
Saucon  Hall  was  renovated  because  of  the 
acoustics.  Some  modifications  have  been  made 
in  Williams  Hall  by  dividing  one  large  room 
into  two  smaller  ones.  Just  these  past  few 
months  we  have  modernized  our  facilities  in 
assaying. 

"Last  year,  under  authority  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  we  purchased  the  house  which 
Mr.  Buck  used  to  own  down  on  Packer  Av- 


enue. In  fact,  I  think  Mr.  Buck  built  this 
house.  It  was  an  excellent  house  and  large 
and  was  available  at  a  reasonable  price  (it 
had  changed  hands  several  times)  and  so  the 
University  bought  it  as  a  house  for  the  Cos- 
mopolitan Club.  'We  have  quite  a  number 
of  foreign  students  who  come  to  Lehigh  Uni- 
versity and  it  seemed  advantageous  to  have 
them  live  together  as  a  sort  of  League  of 
Nations. 

"You  may  notice  the  large  vacant  lot  at 
the  corner  of  Packer  and  Brodhead  Avenues. 
'Within  this  past  week,  we  have  received  no- 
tification that  this  lot  will  be  excluded  from 
the  city  tax  listing  because  it  has  been  vir- 
tually included  in  the  campus.  'We  do  not 
expect  to  be  freed  from  taxation  on  proper- 
ties from  which  we  earn  revenues  for  the 
University. 

"Just  at  the  present  time  we  are  making 
certain  changes  on  Steel  Field,  shifting  the 
baseball  diamond  and  economizing  on  space 
that  will  give  us  additional  facilities  for  In- 
tramural Sports. 

"You  may  notice  as  you  walk  around  the 
campus,  another  project;  that  of  naming  trees. 
There  is  attached  a  little  placard  on  each  of 
the  species  of  tree  giving  the  botanical  name, 
the  common  name,  the  family  name  and  the 
area  to  which  that  tree  is  native.  I  think  this 
will  make  the  students  acquainted  with  the 
common  trees.  We  have  specimens  of,  I 
think,  all  of  the  trees  indiginous  to  this  part 
of  the  United  States  and  so,  just  incidentally, 
we  shall  show  them  to  the  students  here  as 
they  roam  about  the  campus  irrespective  of 
the  courses  in  which  they  are  enrolled.  I 
know  of  no  other  University  that  has  the 
riches  of  tree  culture  at  its  door  that  we  have 
here. 

"I  should  like  to  mention  gifts  to  the  Li- 
brary from  H.  B.  Douglas,  '84  who  gave  571 
volumes,  chiefly  on  literature  and  history; 
from  Mrs.  Vernon  Melhado  over  a  thousand 
\olumes  also  on  history  and  literature,  many 
of  the  books  being  from  1500  to  1800,  and 
many  of  these  are  of  considerable  significance. 
Miss  Maybelle  'Walker,  who  took  graduate 
work  here  came  in  possession  of  an  authentic 
map  of  Gettysburg  on  which  General  Meade 
put  the  legend  on  the  colored  cartographic 
map. 

"I  mention  these  because  I  don't  know  of 
any  relatively  small  thing  that  alumni  can  do 
that  will  help  the  University  more  than  to 
give  books  to  the  Library.  Frequently  alumni 
come  in  possession  of  one  or  more  books  of 
particular  interest  which  they  could  give  to 
the  University  Library  without  feeling  that 
they  had  severely  touched  their  purses  and 
gradually  our  Library  will  be  extended  in  its 
effectiveness. 

"Then  I  should  like  to  mention  a  few  of 
the  academic  accomplishments  of  the  Univer- 
sity. In  the  January  number  of  Esquire,  a 
writer  said  that  there  are  three  institutions  in 
the  United  States  that  showed  the  most  pro- 
gress in  the  past  few  years — Lehigh  in  the 
East;  University  of  Chicago  in  the  Middle 
■West  and  California  Institute  of  Technology 
in  the  Far  'West.  A  member  of  the  faculty  at 
Columbia  added  a  similar  statement. 

"About  three  weeks  ago  we  received  also, 
favorable  action  at  Harrisburg  on  our  request 
for  complete  recognition  of  our  work  in  the 
field  of  education  which  gives  recognition — 
full  approval — of  our  graduate  courses  in  the 
field  of  education  which  cover  school  admini- 


stration and  that  sort  of  thing.  There  are 
only  five  other  institutions  in  the  state  which 
have  this  approval.  It  is  an  achievement 
which  will  add  a  great  deal  in  bolstering  up 
our  summer  school  and  our  connections  with 
the  public  schools  of  the  state.  This  now 
gives  Lehigh  University  full  authority  to 
prepare  teachers  for  public  schools  in  any 
field  of  public  school  activity. 

"The  next  general  topic  is  the  research 
work  at  the  University.  Fritz  Laboratory  in 
several  instances  has  been  acclaimed  as  quite 
outstanding.  This  is  through  articles  in  the 
Engineering  News  Record  and  private  cor- 
respondence and  people  have  told  us  that  the 
work  is  outstanding.  I  think  it  was  two  or 
three  years  ago  that  the  Silver  Producers  As- 
sociation established  twelve  scholarships,  with 
one  at  Lehigh.  The  others  were  distributed 
quite  generally  throughout  the  country.  They 
are  now  all  being  discontinued  with  the  ex- 
ception of  those  at  Rensselaer  and  at  Lehigh. 
The  research  in  leather  chemistry  is  outstand- 
ing— in  fact,  Lehigh  is  one  of  the  outstand- 
ing places  in  the  world.  People  come  here  to 
see  leather  research  under  Dr.  Theis. 

"Lately  some  very  extensive  cooperative 
research  has  been  contracted  for  with  the 
Corn  Products  Company.  You  might  be  in- 
terested to  know  that  our  department  of  ec- 
onomics was  asked  by  a  special  commission 
appointed  by  the  Governor  to  study  a  relief 
problem  in  the  state. 

"May  I  speak  just  briefly  on  some  of  the 
features  of  student  life.  I  am  impressed  with 
the  desirability  of  enriching  student  life  at 
the  University  which  comes  incidental  to  their 
residence  here  and  independent  of  the  par- 
ticular course  in  which  a  student  may  be  en- 
rolled. I  think  that  we  all  recognize  that  a 
college  man  ought  to  mark  a  man  as  a  gifted 
person  in  every  way — a  man  with  special  op- 
portunities and  special  privileges.  You  may 
recall  that  two  Lehigh  alumni  established  Tau 
Beta  Pi.  Tau  Beta  Pi  has  been  one  of  the 
most  stimulating  and  beneficial  movements  or 
events  that  have  occurred  in  engineering  ed- 
ucation in  this  country  and  a  part  of  that 
vision  that  those  men  had  at  that  time  clusters 
about  that  phrase  of  nobless  oblige.  That  is, 
men  who  are  unusually  gifted  have  very  un- 
usual privileges.  There  is  something  about 
college  men  that  ought  to  carry  that  feeling 
and  so  we  are  putting  forth  some  effort  to 
build  up  those  mentalities  which  will  en- 
courage them.  I  think  that  the  building  of 
our  dormitories  will  contribute  to  a  large 
extent  to  this.  We  are  hoping  to  reestablish 
the  Commons  in  the  not  too  distant  future 
where  men  may  eat  together  in  a  dignified 
and  enjoyable  way.  I  think  there  is  social 
benefit  that  can  be  derived  from  our  students 
being  able  to  eat  together  and  have  other 
features  in  this  connection. 

"You  will  be  interested  to  know  that  Le- 
high has  been  very  successful  in  intercollegi- 
ate debates.  Most  of  these  are  not  decision 
debates — that  is,  the  teams  debate  and  just 
leave  the  hearer  to  form  his  own  conclusions. 
Some  are  decision  debates  and  they  are  with 
the  better  institutions,  and  these  Lehigh  has 
been  winning  to  a  large  extent." 

Here  Dr.  Williams  spoke  briefly  on  the 
"carry-over"  sports  plan  which  has  been  re- 
ported in  a  previous  issue.  (See  page  12, 
February  Issue). 

"With  regard  to  intercollegiate  athletics, 
I  think  I  probably  need  not  say  anything.    It

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has  been  ver)'  definitely  discussed.  Our  prob- 
lem has  been  to  get  out  of  a  football  depres- 
sion without  having  inflation.  Being  a  col- 
lege president,  pure  and  simple,  with  the  ac- 
cent on  both  words,  I  have  been  just  a  little 
worried  at  times  lest  we  should  inflate  some 
of  our  values  to  such  an  extent  that  they  may 
be  lost. 

"The  Rifle  Team  brought  a  good  deal  of 
credit  to  the  Universitv'.  Not  only  did  they 
win  the  eastern  championships,  but  went  on 
to  win  the  National  Championships,  which 
is  the  first  time  that  this  has  been  East  of  the 
Mississippi  River  since  1913. 

"Just  one  word  with  regard  to  the  75th 
Anniversar)'.  The  dates  have  been  set  for  Oc- 
tober 10,  11  and  12,  1941  when  Lehigh  will 
be  75  years  old,  in  connection  with  Founder's 
Day.  The  program  contemplates  the  regular 
Founder's  Day  program  of  academic  meetings. 
On  Sunday  there  will  be  religious  services  of 
an  appropriate  sort. 

"The  University  closes  with  a  satisfactorj' 
year  behind  it.  Our  finances  are  coming 
through  reasonably  satisfactorily.  "We  shall 
have  a  modest  surplus  at  the  end  of  the 
year — Mr.  Schissler  estimates  that  we  shall 
have  a  modest  surplus  which  is  certainly  bet- 
ter than  a  modest  deficit.  Our  academic  per- 
formance, I  feel,  is  pretty  satisfactory.  'We  do 
not  have  all  of  our  problems  solved  by  any 
means.  'We  tried  out  one  scheme  with  the 
dormitories  and  it  was  not  too  satisfactory 
and  so  we  are  modifying  the  plan. 

"At  the  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Col- 
lege Presidents  this  past  year  I  outlined  the 
economy  of  endowed  colleges  and  I  just  want 
to  give  that  a  word.  For  every  dollar  that  the 
public  foregoes  in  the  collection  of  taxes — 


as  the  public  contributes — for  every  dollar 
that  the  public  foregoes,  Lehigh  adds 
S40.00  from  endowment  earnings  and  from 
fees.  For  every  dollar  that  the  public  collects 
and  administers  for  higher  education  in  a 
t>'pical  state  University  (I  do  not  mean  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania — I  took  a  state  un- 
iversity in  another  state  but  it  is  still  typical) 
— every  dollar  that  the  public  collects  and 
spends  for  education  is  matched  by  less  than 
S.50  from  other  fees  so  that  the  public  gets 
more  than  30  times  as  much  education  for 
SI. 00  that  it  contributes  when  it  is  admin- 
istered through  a  privately  supported  insti- 
tution like  Lehigh  than  it  gets  when  it  col- 
lects and  spends  it  itself.  This  does  not  take 
into  account  the  fact  that  the  state  plants  are 
not   taxed. 

"Lehigh  University  recognizes  its  obliga- 
tions to  maintain  standards  in  higher  educa- 
tion. President  Hutchins  of  Chicago  just 
pointed  out  the  necessity  for  maintaining 
standards  because  the  public  institutions  that 
are  often  politically  controlled  can  not  and 
it  is  essential  that  they  do  take  this  responsi- 
bility. Lehigh  University,  I  think,  is  doing  its 
full  share  in  that  connection."  (Applause). 

Mr.  Lincoln  thanked  the  President  for  his 
remarks  and  called  on  "Walter  R.  Okeson, 
Treasurer  of  the  University,  to  make  a  re- 
port of  the  financial  additions  to  the  Uni- 
versity income  for  the  year.  Mr.  Okeson  said 
in  part: 

'"We  have  had  a  fair  year — not  a  good 
year — in  the  matter  of  increment  to  endow- 
ment. There  have  come  in  during  the  year 
in  the  way  of  gifts  or  from  previous  be- 
quests about  $143,000  which  is  fair  but  a  big 


falling  off  from  last  year  when  it  was  al- 
most a  million.  That  was  largely  due  to  Al 
Brodhead's  bequest.  There  have  been  three 
deaths  during  the  year  where  wills  have  been 
probated  in  which  Lehigh  benefitted — L.  M. 
P.  Gaston,  '88;  Mrs.  John  W.  Eckert,  widow 
of  John  "W.  Eckert,  '78,  and  Jack  Dalman,  '96. 
Lehigh  was  remembered  but  has  not  received 
anything  from  these  bequests  as  yet. 

"As  Dr.  'Williams  told  you,  we  have  closed 
the  year  with  a  slight  surplus  in  income  and 
our  income  from  student  fees,  tuition,  etc. 
in  the  coming  year  will  undoubtedly  be  as 
good  as  it  was  during  the  past  year.  The  ser- 
ious thing  is  that  every  year  our  endowment 
income  is  dropping.  It  was  51/2%  '"  the  20's 
and  is  now  down  to  3%  and  still  going  down. 
Almost  every  week  bonds  are  called  and 
the  best  we  can  do  is  buy  back  at  214  or 
21/2%-  Our  portfolio  is  in  very  fine  shape, 
due  to  Sam  Warriner,  and  we  are  well  hedged 
with  a  large  amount  of  cash  to  take  advant- 
age of  anything  that  may  come  along.  'War- 
riner I  am  glad  to  report —  I  saw  him  this 
week — has  recovered  wonderfully  from  that 
heart  attack  that  he  had  in  March  in  Flor- 
ida. It  will  be  five  or  six  months  before  he 
will  be  back  on  the  job  but  the  doctors  have 
assured  him  that  if  he  takes  care  of  himself 
tor  five  or  six  months  he  will  be  better  than 
he  was  several  years  ago.  He  wanted  me,  if 
I  had  opportunity  at  this  meeting,  to  give 
his  warm  regards  to  all  of  the  alumni  here 
assembled.    (Applause). 

"I  have  one  word  more  and  then  I  will 
sit  down.  That  is  this:  "When  you  are  making 
a  will — or  revising  it — don't  forget  Lehigh. 
It  may  only  be  a  token  gift,  or  a  contingent 
gift  because  you  must  first  take  care  of  your 
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own  dear  ones,  and  maybe  it  won't  amount 
to  anything — but  the  very  fact  that  Lehigh's 
name  appears  in  the  will,  will  hearten  those 
who  are  here  on  the  campus.  If  there  are  a 
few  dollars  coming  out  of  that  will  all  the 
better.  Don't  forget  that  these  privately  en- 
dowed colleges  like  Lehigh  can  not  continue 
to  live  unless  we  men  who  are  the  sons  of 
Lehigh  continue  to  love  and  give  to  her." 

Mr.  Lincoln  then  called  on  Executive  Sec- 
retary Cornelius  for  his  report,  which  was 
read  as  follows: 

EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY'S  REPORT 

There  was  a  time  when  I  was  boss  of 
8000  men.  Now  I  have  8000  men  bossing 
me  and  you  men  present  are  a  part  of  these 
SOOO  and  I  am  getting  a  great  "kick"  out  of 
It. 

A  short  time  ago  President  'Williams  men- 
tioned a  lot  of  things  of  which  he  was  proud 
and  things  for  which  the  University  should 
be  thankful  in  his  page  in  the  Bulletin 
known  as  "Prexy's  Pen".  This  prompted  me 
to  write  an  article  for  the  Bulletin,  under 
the  heading  "Billy's  Pencil",  telling  all  the 
things  I  was  proud  of  in  connection  with  the 
Alumni  Association  and  the  things  for  which 
we  should  be  most  thankful.  Herrick  said, 
"Fine,  Chief,  we'll  put  it  in  the  next  issue". 
In  the  meantime  in  walked  Okeson  and  said, 
"Billy,  you  should  write  an  article  for  the 
next  issue  of  the  Alumni  Bulletin  remind- 
ing the  fellows  that  in  June  1941  we  cele- 
brate the  75th  anniversary  of  the  founding 
of  the  University".  'With  Okeson's  help  that 
article  was  written,  but  Herrick  said,  "Chief, 
there  is  not  space  for  the  article  on  the  75  th 
anniversary  and  your  'Billy's  Pencil'  ",  so  out 
it  went,  with  a  promise  that  it  would  appear 
in  the  following  issue.  Then  along  came  the 
Fund  report  with  all  the  fine  list  of  names 
of  contributors,  etc.,  and  out  went  "Billy's 
Pencil"  again!  Then  I  crowded  it  out  myself 
with  an  article  on  Alumni  Day  doings,  but 
now  I  am  going  to  have  my  say  and  it  cannot 
be  crowded  out,  for  Bob  has  to  report  the 
proceedings  of  this  Alumni  Meeting  so  we 
can  have  something  to  formally  approve  at 
next  year's  meeting. 

Personally,  I  am  thankful  to  live  here  in 
Bethlehem,  a  town  chuck  full  of  boys,  where 
we  are  surrounded  by  our  fine  faculty,  towns- 
people and  our  good  staff  of  office  workers, 
and  most  thankful  for  our  loyal  alumni,  for 
without  their  help  little  could  be  accomp- 
lished. In  addition  to  the  items  President 
'Williams  covers  in  his  article  of  thanks,  we 
are  proud  and  thankful  of  fulfilling  our  prom- 
ise to  the  University  of  completing  our  share 
of  the  money  required  for  the  remodelling  of 
the  Library  and  later  the  money  for  the  much- 
needed  addition  to  the  Chemistry  Laboratory. 
Last  year  without  any  specific  object  for  our 
"gift  to  Lehigh",  we  handed  over  to  the 
University  $24,325.  This  academic  year  our 
gift  goes  toward  remodelling  the  Armory  into 
a  Commons,  a  suitable  place  on  the  campus 
for  the  boys  to  eat,  and  a  place  where  needy 
boys  may  earn  their  board  by  waiting  on 
table.  'We  do  not  know  at  this  date  the 
exact  amount  we  will  have  to  turn  over  to  the 
LIniversity  but  it  will  be  in  the  neighborhood 
of  $24,000.  'We  will  have  another  year 
to  add  to  this  amount,  for  work  on  this  re- 
modelling cannot  begin  until  after  Grace 
Hall  is  completed  and  the  R.O.T.C.  is  moved 
into  their  new  quarters.    We  are  thankful  to 
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the  alumni  for  money  coming  in  for  this  most 
needed  project. 

We  are  proud  to  be  starting  a  permanent 
organization  known  as  the  "Council  of  Le- 
high Class  Agents'".  Even-  class  from  '39  to 
'96  is  represented  on  this  Council  and  classes 
from  '85  back  are  represented  by  a  member 
of  the  class  of  '83.  We  are  also  proud  of  the 
record  of  the  Class  of  '38  and  '39  in  taking 
such  an  active  part  in  the  insurance  plan  by 
which  the  Universit\'  will  receive  a  worth- 
while gift  at  the  end  of  20  years  and  the  class 
of  '40  is  coming  through  with  a  similar  in- 
surance plan.  We  are  proud  of  the  reviving 
of  "Alumni  Home  Coming  Day"  changed  to 
the  day  of  the  Lehigh-Lafayette  game  with 
a  dinner  the  night  before  for  the  Council  of 
Lehigh  Class  Agents.  This  is  followed  by  a 
smoker  under  the  auspices  of  the  Home  Club, 
but  best  of  all,  there  are  alumni  conferences 
in  the  morning  under  the  direction  of  the 
Deans  of  the  three  schools.  The  fraternities 
and  townspeople  have  cooperated  finely  in 
entertairung  alumni  at  noon  on  this  day  and 
of  course,  there  is  a  football  game  in  the  af- 
ternoon, and  we  are  thankful  for  that  as  a 
drawing  card.

We  are  thankful  for  having  a  Eugene  Grace 
to  give  us  such  a  wonderful  building  as  a 
recreation  centre  and  as  I  have  said  before,  it 
is  the  most  popular  gift  ever  made  the  Uni- 
versity, to  be  enjoyed  by  student  body,  fac- 
ulty, alumni  and  visitors  to  the  campus. 


We  are  proud  and  thankful  for  the  work  of 
our  various  standing  committees  on  Alumni 
Day,  Alumni  Fund,  Aliunni  Student  Grants, 
Bulletin.  Home  Coming,  Clubs,  Placement, 
Prospective  Students,  Undergraduate  Contact, 
not  to  mention  the  Council  of  Lehigh  Class 
Agents. 

We  are  thankful  for  the  fine  representation 
of  alumni  trustees  on  the  University  Board  of 
Trustees  and  proud  of  our  alumni  on  that 
board.  I  do  not  know  of  any  college  or  Uni- 
versity that  has  as  large  a  representation  of 
Trustees  holding  graduate  or  honorary  degrees 
from  their  own  institution.  We  are  thankful 
to  have  Okeson  here  in  the  Alumni  Office 
ever  ready  to  give  good  advice  and  help 
whenever  we  get  in  a  tight  place  and  now  we 
have  Jack  Kirkpatrick,  Assistant  to  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  University,  in  our  office  cram- 
ming his  head  full  of  knowledge  of  the  Uni- 
versity from  all  angles,  history  of  the  aluimii 
family  and  always  ready  to  give  us  a  helping 
hand. 

We  are  thankful  and  proud  of  our  Memor- 
ial Building,  the  gift  of  the  alumni  in  mem- 
or)'  of  those  who  made  the  supreme  sacrifice 
and  in  honor  of  those  who  served  in  the 
World  War. 

We  are  thankful  for  the  grand  alumni  of 
bygone  days  and  the  example  they  have  set 
for  the  alumni  of  today,  who  are  carrying  on 
for  the  young  fellows  joining  the  ranks  of 
the  almnni  each  year. 

Yes,  we  are  thankful  and  proud  but  not 
satisfied.  We  want  more  paying  dues,  more 
subscribing  to  the  Bulletin,  more  "Gifts 
to  Lehigh"  and  for  Alumni  Student  Grants, 


more  out  to  dub  meetings,  more  back  to 
Bethlehem  on  Horae-Coming  and  Alumni 
Day.  This  is  all  leading  up  to  1941  when 
we  will  suitably  celebrate  the  75th  armiversary 
of  the  founding  of  our  grand  Universit)'. 

President  Lincoln  then  welcomed  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Class  of  1940,  and  addressed 
President  Al  Cox,  as  follows: 

"On  behalf  of  the  Aliunni  Association  1 
welcome  you  and  your  classmates  into  the 
order  of  the  Sons  of  Lehigh,  more  commonly 
called  the  Alumni  Body. 

"I  appeal  to  the  members  of  the  Class  of 
'40  to  keep  alive  their  interest  in  Lehigh  and 
not  f>ermit  it  to  lag.  True  your  jobs  will  take 
most  of  5'our  time  and  attention.  Leave,  how- 
ever, a  place  for  Lehigh  in  your  plan  and 
scheme  of  life.  As  you  grow  older  it  will 
prove  one  of  your  real  pleasures. 

"That  you  men  will  be  a  credit  to  your 
families,  to  Lehigh  and  to  our  Coimtrj',  is 
not  only  the  hope  but  the  confident  expecta- 
tion of  us,  the  older  men.  " 

Al  Cox  said  in  part:  "Gentlemen,  there  are 
many  times  when  a  person  representing  a 
body  isnt  quite  sure  that  what  he  is  going 
to  say  is  truly  representative  of  the  convic- 
tions of  that  entire  body.  This  morning, 
speaking  of  the  whole  class  of  1940,  I  am 
really  proud  and  really  happy.  Most  of  lis 
knew  something  of  the  record  of  Lehigh 
men  when  we  came  to  college  but  the  four 
years  here  gradually  increased  that  respect  and 
admiration.  We  realize  that  when  we  go  out 
as  we  carry  on  in  after  life,  that  when  we  take 
our  places  in  the  future,  we  are  labelling  our- 
selves as  Lehigh  men.  In  return  for  this,  we 
hope  that  our  record  will  in  some  small  way 
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show  our  appreciation.  We  hope  that  at 
your  alumni  gatherings  we  can  give  you  an 
idea  of  just  what  the  students  think  about 
Lehigh,  and  hope,  too,  that  we  can  get  a 
closer  relationship  betweent  alumni  and  stu- 
dent body.  Speaking  personally,  I  would  like 
to  tell  you  that  the  Class  of  '40  is  a  really 
fine  class.  I  have  every  reason  in  the  world 
to  be  proud  of  them.  We're  awfully  proud  to 
be  with  you  and  hope  that  you  feel  the  same 
way  about  us."

He  ex- 
pressed his  appreciation  at  being  elected  to 
the  presidency  and  announced  that  he  hoped 
to  be  able  to  carrj-  on  the  policies  which  had 
been  inaugurated  before  he  took  office. 

A  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  unani- 
mously carried  that  a  rising  vote  of  thanks 
be  given  to  retiring  president  Lincoln  for  all 
the  work  which  he  has  done  for  the  Associa- 
tion.

'95  WINS  ACTIVE  MEMBERSHIP 
CUP 

Two  lovely  June  days  and  one  of  the  most 
successful  reunions  '95  ever  held!  If  you 
were  here  I  do  not  have  to  tell  you  of  the  fun 
we  had.

•95. 

About  7  :00  we  left  for  Bethlehem  and  at- 
tended the  Alumni  Dinner  which  was  a  most 
enjoyable  one.  At  that  dinner  and  on  the  fol- 
lowing morning  eleven  other  members  of  our 
class  showed  up.

Tex 
Barber  who  was  also  coming  from  California 
got  as  tar  as  Washington  where  the  heat  and 
humidity  was  so  great  that  he  telt  obliged  to 
give  up  coming  to  Bethlehem  in  tavor  of  rest 
and  quiet.  There  were  others  whose  business 
prevented  attendance  and  who  wrote  or  tele- 
graphed expressing  deep  disappointment. 

On  Saturday  morning,  appareled  in  beautiful 
cherry-red  capes,  red-and-white  mortarboards 
and  equipped  with  canes,  we  marched  behind 
our  band  to  the  President's  house  and  serenad- 
ed Dr.  and  Mrs.  Williams.  We  then  put  one  of 
our  colorful  costumes  on  Mrs.  Williams  and 
Bob  Taylor  greeted  her  with  a  chaste  salute. 
So  with  Mrs.  Richards,  whom  we  inducted  Into 
our  class  when  Dr.  Richards  was  President,  we 
have  five  ladies  who  are  privileged  to  sing, 
"We  are  the  '95,  We  are  !  We  are!  We  are  !    !" 

We  then  marched  to  the  far  end  of  Memorial 
Avenue  and  placed  flowers  at  the  foot  of  the 
memorial  elm  planted  in  memory  of  our  class- 
mate Bosbyshell,  who  gave  his  life  in  the  first 
World  War  ;  returning  to  the  Alumni  Memorial 
Building  we  received  the  award  of  the  Active 
Membership  Cup.

To  the  best  knowledge  of  the  Le- 
high Alumni  Office,  the  late  Dr. 
Henry  Sturgis  Drinker,  president- 
emeritus  of  Lehigh  University  and 
a  member  of  the  class  of  1871  was 
credited  with  being  Lehigh's  oldest 


living  alumnus   until  his  death   in 
July,  1937. 

Biggest  surprise  of  the  year,  there- 
fore, was  the  announcement  that  an 
alumnus  even  older  than  Dr.  Drink- 
er was  still  active  and  interested  in 
Lehigh.  He  was  George  Naugh  Mc- 
Mulien,  class  of  1870  who  had  not 
been  heard  from  by  the  Alumni 
Office  for  a  number  of  years.  Still 
active  for  his  92  years,  Mr.  Mc- 
MuIIen  now  lives  in  Pittston,  Pa. 
Wilkes-Barre  alumni  were  delighted 
to  include  him  among  their  club 
members  and  invited  him  to  their 
last  meeting,  where,  aided  by  John 
Lloyd,  '33,  past-president  of  the 
Wilkes-Barre  Club  (see  above)  he 
addressed  club  members  and  ex- 
pressed his  continued  interest  in  his 
Alma  Mater. 

According  to  McMullen,  he  was 
the  third  man  to  matriculate  at  Le- 
high, the  first  two  being  a  son  and 
a  nephew  of  Asa  Packer. 

His  plans  to  attend  reunion  this 
year  unfartunately  did  not  material- 
ize. Had  he  come,  it  would  have 
been  his  70-year  reunion.
